THE CASE OF LORIMER. 
The expulsion of Wm. Lorim er from 
the United States Senate is an other 
indication of the fact that the public 
conscience will not stand for as much 
as it would a few years ago. Many 
others bought their way into the sen­ 
ate. and although occasionally criticis­ 
ed for their unblushing conduct, nev­ 
e r before was one driven out because 
of corrupt methods. 
The Lorimer fight lasted over two 
years. 
When the case cam e to trial 
a year ago, he was whitewashed by 
the standpat m ajority in the senate, 
and when the 
m atter 
was 
again 
brought up at the present session, the 
m ajority of the investigating comm it­ 
tee again made a favorable report, 
but it was only the last stand of the 
old guard, and by a vote of two to 
one the senator was deprived of his 
office. It is also most significent to 
know* that party affiliations cut no fig­ 
ure in the trial. Dem ocrats and re­ 
publicans lined up on both sides and 
voted as they chose without any p ar­ 
ty coercion, in the face of which the 
senator was most decisively condem n­ 
ed. 


A dozen who voted for him a year 
ago have since been retired to private 
life by their constituents and still 
others are likely to go as soon as 
their constituents are heard from. The 
people are 'tired of co rru p t politics, 
and herefater a man in public life 
must be at least reasonably honest In 
his official acts. 


Personally Lorim er is said to be 
a most likeable man. From a friend­ 
less ragged boy of the streets he rose 
y hard work by successive steps to 
the senate. 
One can but adm ire his 


energy and fortitude in the face of 
difficulties, but he fell in with bad 
company and his punishm ent is the 
result.

Dufies of the ( hie!* of Police. 
Section 2. 
That iii addition to the 
duties prescribed by the Statutes of 
the State of Oklahoma, it shall be the 
duty of the Chief of Police to take 
charge of the jail of said city, and 
of all prisoners confined therein, and 
to keep a record of the prisoners con­ 
fined therein, and the length of time 
they are confined, and shall report 
the sa m e ’to the Commissioner of Pub­ 
lic Justice and Safety on the first day 
of each month, or as often as may be 
required by said 
Commissioner 
of 
Public Justice and Safety. 
He 
shall 
keep the jail clean and in good sani­ 
tary condition, and furnish the same 
in a suitable m anner for the recep­ 
tion of prisoners. 
He shall contract 
With the lowest bidder for the board 
of such prisoners as are confined in 
said jail, said contract to be approv­ 
ed by the Commissioner 
of 
Public 
Justice and Safety, and shall approve 
all bills presented to the Commis­ 
sioners for allowances 
for 
all 
ex­ 
penses of said jail, and in the ab­ 
sence or disability of said Chief of 
Police to attend said jail in person, 
he shall detail some one policeman 
for such purpose, who shall act as 
jailer during the absence or disabil­ 
ity of such chief of police, and per 
form all the duties of said chief of 
police in relation thereto. He shall 
appear at the office of the Commis­ 
sioner of Public Justice and Safety 
at the hour of eight ’oclock each day 
and oftener when so required by said
